VIETNAMESE APPLICATION FOR UN MEMBERSHIP - 

THE UN IS CIRCULATING (S/12198), AT THE REQUEST OF THE SRI 
LANKAN DELEGATION, THE DECLARATION ISSUED (SEPT. 7) BY 
THE COORDINATING BUREAU OF THE NONALIGNED COUNTRIES CONCERNING 
VIETNAM'S APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION TO THE UN. IT STATES 
THAT THE BUREAU "CONSIDERS THAT ANY OPPOSITION TO THE ADMISSION 
OF VIETNAM TO THE UN IS LEGALLY AND MORALLY IRRELEVANT, 
INDEFENSIBLE AND UNJUSTIFIABLE, CONTRARY TO THE UN CHARTER 
AND AN AFFRONT TO THE EXPRESS WISHES OF THE OVERWHELMING 
MAJORITY OF THE MEMBERS OF THE UN..." (USUN 3643) 

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE - 

CHAIRMAN FALL (SENEGAL), OF COMMITTEE ON THE EXERCISE OF 
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THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, INFORMED 
THE COMMITTEE SEPT. 9 THAT THE COLOMBO NONALIGNED CONFERENCE 
ENDORSED THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS AND HAD 
REQUESTED NONALIGNED DELEGATIONS TO SUPPORT THE REPORT AT 
THE FORTHCOMING GA. IT HAD ALSO CALLED ON THE COMPETENT UN 
BODIES TO TAKE MEASURES IN CONFORMITY WITH THE PROGRAM OF 
ACTION RECOMMENDED IN THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT, WHICH WILL BE 
ISSUED SEPT. 10 AS A GA DOCUMENT. FALL SAID THAT THE COMMITTEE 
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SHOULD MAINTAIN CONTACT WITH THE COORDINATING BODY OF THE 
CONFERENCE OF NONALIGNED COUNTRIES REGARDING CONSIDERATION OF 
THE REPORT AT THE GA. HE FELT IT SHOULD BE DEALT WITH UNDER 
THE HEADING, "QUESTION OF PALESTINE." THE CHAIRMAN SPOKE IN 
TRIBUTE TO THE LATE CHAIRMAN MAO TSE-TUNG, AND HE CONGRATULATED 
THE PLO REPRESENTATIVE ON THE ELECTION OF THE PLO AS A MEMBER 
OF THE COORDINATING BODY OF THE CONFERENCE OF NONALIGNED 
COUNTRIES.

COMMITTEE OF 24 ITEMS - 

NORWEGIAN MISOFF JOHANSEN INFORMED US THAT COMMITTEE OF 
24 CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA), WHO HAD BEEN LEAVING THE MATTER 
OF MILITARY ACTIVITIES TO THE NORWEGIANS AND BULGARIANS 
TO BATTLE OUT IN THE BUREAU, WEIGHED IN IN FAVOR OF NORWEGIAN 
SUGGESTIONS FOR DELETION OF MORE OF THE TROUBLESOME 
LANGUAGE, LEAVING BULGARIAN MISOFF GAR VALOV "COMPLETELY 
ISOLATED." THERE IS NOW NO CONDEMNATION OF THE U.S. FOR 
MILITARY BASES IN NON-SELF-GOVERNING TERRITORIES NOR OF 
NATO. JOHANSEN BELIEVES THE CHANGE IN SALIM S POSITION ON 
MILITARY ACTIVITIES ITEM IS DIRECT RESULT OF COMMITTEE OF 
24 COMPROMISE ON PUERTO RICO. HE SAID GARVALOV IS "HOPPING 
MAD" AND LOBBYING FOR INCLUSION OF SOME OF THE OBJECTIONABLE 
LANGUAGE. THE BUREAU ALSO AGREED ON A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
FOREIGN ECONOMIC INTERESTS WHICH NORWAY WILL BE ABLE TO 
SUPPORT WITH EXPLANATION OF VOTE, HE ADDED. (CONFIDENTIAL -

COMMITTEE OF 24 - 
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THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDED CONSIDERATION OF THE QUESTION OF EAST 
TIMOR SEPT. 9, AFTER DECIDING TO TRANSMIT THE DOCUMENTS 
BEFORE IT ON THE MATTER TO THE GA "IN ORDER TO FACILITATE 
ITS CONSIDERATION BY THE FOURTH COMMITTEE." THE COMMITTEE 
ALSO ADOPTED, WITHOUT VOTE, A RESOLUTION ON THE OBLIGATIONS 
OF ADMINISTERING POWERS TO TRANSMIT TO THE UN THE FULLEST 
POSSIBLE INFORMATION ON POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL 
DEVELOPMENTS IN COLONIAL TERRITORIES. TRIBUTES WERE PAID TO 
THE MEMORY OF CHAIRMAN MAO. 

DURING DISCUSSION OF EAST TIMOR, FERNANDES (GUINEA BISSAU) 

ASKED THE COMMITTEE TO FIND A WAY TO ALLEVIATE THE SUFFERING OF 
THE PEOPLE "UNDER THE BOOT OF INDONESIA" AND NOT ACCEPT A 
FAIT ACCOMPLI. LOBO (MOZAMBIQUE), WHO COMPARED EAST TIMOR 
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AND MOZAMBIQUE, STATED THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF JAKARTA, 

ONCE A CHAMPION OF ANTI-COLONIALISM, HAD INVADED EAST 
TIMOR, WICKEDLY CRUSHING THE PEOPLE; HIS GOVERNMENT WAS 100 
PERCENT WITH THE PEOPLE OF EAST TIMOR IN THEIR STRUGGLE. 

ON THE OTHER HAND, JAIPAL (INDIA) SAID THAT POPULAR CONSUL- 
TATION HAD TAKEN PLACE, THE PEOPLE THEMSELVES HAD MADE A 
CHOICE, AND THE COMMITTEE SHOULD RESPECT THAT CHOICE. 
MARPAUNG (INDONESIA) TRACED EVENTS IN EAST TIMOR FROM 1975 
TO THE PRESENT, REGRETTED THAT UN OFFICIALS WERE NOT ABLE 
TO ACCEPT INVITATIONS TO THE TERRITORY, AND STATED THAT THE 
INTEGRATION OF EAST TIMOR WITH INDONESIA HAD BEEN ACCOMPLISHED 
IN A MANNER CONSISTENT WITH GA RESOLUTIONS 1514(XV) AND 
1541(XV). 
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REPORT NOTING "EVER CLOSER COLLABORATION" BETWEEN ISRAEL AND 
SOUTH AFRICA WAS ADOPTED UNANIMOUSLY BY THE COMITE SEPT. 8. 

THE REPORT, WHICH HAS SEPARATE SECTIONS DEALING WITH RELATIONS 
BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SOUTH AFRICA IN THE DIPLOMATIC, MILITARY, 
TRADE, INVESTMENT, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, CULTURAL AND OTHER 
FIELDS, WILL BE TRANSMITTED TO THE GA, SC, OAU, LEAGUE OF 
ARAB STATES, AND THE NONALIGNED CONFERENCE. THE REPORT 
WAS PRAISED BY THE CHAIRMAN AND REPRESENTATIVES OF SYRIA, 
SOMALIA, SUDAN, INDIA AND THE AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
SOUTH AFRICA. SIBEKO, PAN AFRICANIST CONGRESS OF AZANIA, 

CALLED FOR SANCTIONS AGAINST STATES SUPPLYING ARMS TO THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN REGIMES. REGARDING THE VORSTER-KISSINGER 
TALKS AND "THE IMPENDING SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY" IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, SIBEKO DECLARED: "OUR DETERMINATION IS STRONG. 

THE AZANIAN REVOLUTION IS NOT IN THE HANDS OF FOREIGN 
MANIPULATORS". 

IN OTHER ACTION, THE COMITE DECIDED: TO REQUEST IAEA TO 
TAKE ALL POSSIBLE ACTION TO PREVENT THE TRANSFER OF NUCLEAR 
TECHNOLOGY EQUIPMENT OR FISSIONABLE MATERIAL TO 
SOUTH AFRICA; TO SEND A DELEGATION TO THE NEXT MEETING OF THE 
COUNCIL OF MINISTERS OF OPEC FOR DISCUSSIONS; TO CONSIDER 
"APPROPRIATE ACTION" IN VIEW OF THE GRANTING OF A CREDIT 
TO SOUTH AFRICA BY THE IMF; TO CONSIDER, IN THE CONTEXT 
OF OTHER PROPOSALS, NIGERIA'S OFFER TO SERVE AS HOST TO AN 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE AGAINST APARTHEID NEXT YEAR; 

TO APPEAL TO STATES FOR INCREASED ASSISTANCE TO THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS; TO DRAW THE ATTENTION OF THE 
AD HOC COMITE ON THE INDIAN OCEAN TO THE SOUTH AFRICAN NAVAL 
BUILD-UP IN THE INDIAN OCEAN AND THE CONSEQUENT DANGER TO 
THAT ZONE OF PEACE (CHAIRMAN TRANSMITTED STATEMENT TO THE 
SYG SEPT. 9 WITH THE REQUEST THAT IT BE DRAWN TO THE ATTENTION 
OF THE AD HOC COMITE); TO CONSIDER WAYS OF PROVIDING NEWS 
AGENCIES IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES WITH "FULL AND OBJECTIVE 
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REPORTS ON DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA; AND TO HOLD 
A SPECIAL MEETING IN OCTOBER TO ACCEPT AN AWARD FROM THE 
AFRO-ASIAN PEOPLE'S SOLIDARITY ORGANIZATION. 

CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) REPORTED ON HIS REPRESENTATION 
OF THE COMITE AT THE OAU MEETINGS IN MAURITIUS AND THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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COLOMBO NONALIGNED CONFERENCE AS WELL AS ON HIS MISSIONS 
TO GENEVA, LONDON, VIENNA AND INDIA. IN A STATEMENT ON 
CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA. HARRIMAN SAID IT WAS 
CLEAR THAT "WHAT HAS HAPPENED SO FAR...IS ONLY THE PRELUDE 
TO THE DECISIVE BATTLES THAT ARE INEVITABLE". THE COMITE 
ALSO CONSIDERED DEVELOPMENTS IN THE FIELD OF SPORTS WITH 
SOUTH AFRICA, THE DETENTION OF STUDENTS, AND ANUMBER OF 
COMMUNICATIONS THAT HAD BEEN RECEIVED. VICE CHAIRMAN 
MARTYNENKO (UKRAINE), IN REPORTING ON NUCLEAR COLLABORATION, 
EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT NO COUNTRY WOULD BUY THE CROTALE 
GROUND-TO-AIR MISSILE WHICH HAD BEEN DEVELOPED BY SOUTH 
AFRICA WITH FRENCH ASSISTANCE, AND THAT FRANCE WOULD 
REFRAIN FROM TRYING TO SELL IT. IT WAS DECIDED TO SEND 
LETTERS TO THE USSR, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, HUNGARY AND THE 
PHILIPPINES COMMENDING THEM FOR WITHDRAWING FROM THE 
INTERNATIONAL LAWN TENNIS FEDERATION CUP TOURNAMENT 
IN PHILADELPHIA, AND TO THE FEDERATION'S MANAGEMENT 
COMITE EXPRESSING "INDIGNATION" AT ITS ACTION IN LEVYING 
FINES AGAINST THE TENNIS ASSOCIATION OF THOSE COUNTRIES.
